During this kind of a period, 
people begin to worry.

People no longer 
I have so much moqey or credit 
with which to buy goods. Sales 
drop: production is cut back; and 
unemployment is on the way. 
I am especially troubled by the 
lack of religious interest today.

The Truman landslide which completely 
buried Dewey in 19 48 also covered to the 
chin in the country ’s top pollsters, the fel­ 
lows who find out what every one is going 
to do before he does it. 
Some of them lost a lot of business as a 
result of having picked Dewey as a shoo-in. 
But they had company , and with so many 
people having been so wrong it was a case of 
forgive and forget. 
Since the poll-taking business depends, for 
its very existence, on being right a good bit 
of the time, the pollsters have admitted their 
mistakes, overhauled their methods, and are 
all set to have another go at it this fall. 
Some of the principal pollsters, notably 
Gallup and Roper, have admitted one of their 
big errors was not continuing to sample vot­ 
ing sentiment right up to the time of elec­ 
tion. 
As a result they badly misjudged which 
way people would go who made up 'their 
minds at the last minute (a lot more went 
for Truman than was expected), and they 
didn’t take into proper account that a lot of 
people would change their minds at the last 
minute. 
As it turned out, some things came up on 
the national scene at the last minute which 
changed a lot of people’s minds. To take 
care of that possibility this y ear the poll 
takers are understood to be extending their 
probing right up to voting time. 
Which is all very good and in the best 
scientific tradition. However, there remains 
with us a hopeful if ill-defined feeling that 
the American people will somehow forever 
defeat attempts to peg them down to the 
last decimal point. 
Those voters who in 19 48 refused to make 
up their minds until the last speech had been 
made, the last newspaper read, the last fact 
examined, will alway s dodge becoming some­ 
body ’s reliable statistic.

THE KING IS DEAD 
King Lear learned only too late that it is dan­ 
gerous to become a has-been while still a king. 
More men come to know that than Shakespeare 
could write about. 
Among them must be Harry 
Truman who had hoped to name his successor, re­ 
main President Emeritus, and keep his friends in 
jobs. 
Theodore Roosevelt tried that and failed, his 
close friend, William Howard Taft, assuming cor­ 
rectly th at once he took the oath of office, he alone 
was President. 
When Teddy came back from 
hunting lions in Africa, he found a different T aft 
and a different Republican Party . 
He tried to re­ 
capture power in the 19 12 convention, tailed, or­ 
ganized the Bull Moose Progressive Party and 
failed again. 
Similarly , A1 Smith, when governor ot 
the 
State of New York, picked Franklin D. Roosevelt 
as his successor, John Raskob looting the bill lor 
the cash pay meni involved. 
A lter Roosevelt was 
inaugurated,* A1 handed Roosevelt a list ot the 
worthy Democrats whom he, Al, thought should 
remain in office. 
Not one was appointed. 
Al was 
insulted. 
Roosevelt went on to become President 
through the genius and machinations of Jim F ar­ 
ley . In due course, Al Smith organized the Liberty 
League to stop Roosevelt who engaged in an ob­ 
scene smear campaign against the man to whom 
he owed all. 
Al remained bitter to the end. 
Incidentally , and not part of this story . Roose­ 
velt was also ungrateful to Jim Farley , treating 
him as a snobbish English aristocrat would an 
Irishman.

Kings knov/ no gratitude as Cardinal 
Wolsey discovered when he was being taken to the 
Tower to have his head chopped off. from which 
he was saved by a merciful death.

after the vet has taken it out of the pooch’s face. 
H arry Truman is discovering that that hap- 
I pened to him when he acted as m aster of cere­ 
monies at Stevenson’s acceptance of the nomina­ 
tion. He w as very good as a m aster of ceremonies, 
but he must have known, as a hard-boiled poli­ 
tician. that the y ounger man who hold back *so 
politely , was king. 
The Missouri primaries proved 
it bey ond doubt. 
When it is ell added up, Stuart Sy mington 
should not have been nominated. 
That was a di­ 
rect affront to H arry Trum an by his own party . 
Did not H arry personally come down to Missouri 
to tell the boy s how* to vote? 
Did he not select 
the Democratic candidate for U. S. Senator? 
Did 
he not tell them that Sy mington is untrustworthy , 
because after Truman had appointed Stu to head 
the RFC. to put the lid on that stench-hole, what 
did Sy mington do? 
He removed the lid and threw 
it au*ay . 
Is that the way a loy al henchman acts?

Eisenhower seems to have m an­ 
aged to push his “Old Man of the Sea,’* Tom Dew*ey , 
to the sidelines. 
But it is not so easy for Steven­ 
son to send Truman to oblivion before January 20. 
19 53, even if he is elected in November. 
If all 
else fails. Truman can call a special session of Con­ 
gress and raise such fury that Eisenhower could 
be elected after all. 
The test of Stevenson’s political genius will be 
how he handles Truman, what he does with the 
king who is politically dead but phy sically very 
much alive.

Like a chapter from science fiction, 
Phy sicist Noel Scott’s peepshow of fly ing 
saucers in a little glass jar has offered a 
weird chapter in lay man’s phy sics for all to 
ponder. He took some ionized air and 
pumped it into a partial vacuum he made in 
a jar. By purely mechanical means he re­ 
produced most of the movements many wit­ 
nesses have described after seeing what they 
thought were fly ing saucers.

He explained these things 
were dense enough to show up as blips on a 
radar screen. With a movement of his hand 
he made a red disc-like mass turn toward 
him. Scott also left a lot of red faces behind 
him when his demonstrations were over. If 
his conclusions about fly ing saucers are true, 
the Air Force, the Radar men and a lot of 
earnest civilians have been seeing things that 
just were not there. At least, they were not 
solid bodies nor space ships full of little 
green men or any thing like that. 
Another illusion explodes. It makes peo­ 
ple sorry . Certainly a thrill ran through the 
world when visitors from another planet 
seemed a possibility . There was the hope for 
another frontier, another jumping off place 
into the unknown. Man looked through his 
atmosphere at the stars and planets and 
wistfuly called: “ Hello, out there!” And it 
seemed possible that somewhere someone 
would answer. 
Now we know we live alone on our little 
earth, imprisoned and burdened, with no 
escape. Scott has suddenly narrowed our 
horizon again, y anked it in from the end­ 
less, trackless void to the dusty nearness of 
our own upper air.

EFFECTS OF LIMITED HEARING ON SPEECH 
I have w ritten before of the m other who thought 
her small son was disobedient wrhen she called him 
and he didn’t answer. She asked him why he had 
not answered and he said, “I didn’t hear y ou, 
Mother.” Investigation showed that he was hard 
of hearing. 
Fortunately , the ear specialist was able to help 
him sufficiently that, by sitting in the front seat in 
the schoolroom, he was able to hear the teacher 
when he started to school. 
In Pediatrics (diseases of children), Drs. Henk 
C. Huizing and Doreen Pollack (Columbia Univer­ 
sity ) state that severe hearing loss in children un­ 
der three y ears of age with inability to hear normal 
conversation (60 to 9 0 decibels; a decibel is the 
lowest sound heard by human ears) usually is noted 
early in unresponsivencss to gross sounds and con­ 
versational voice. However, in those who have dif­ 
ficulty only with low*er amplitudes (30 to 60 db.) 
the diability is noted onv later in a defective, harsh 
and monotonous voice. Such babies should be diag­ 
nosed early to avoid loss of valuable time; early 
responses to sounds should be carefully observed by 
parents and the child referred to a hearing spe­ 
cialist if found to have difficulties. 
Drs. Huizing and Pollack treated 21 children 
under three. Remedial training was given each 
child for one month once weekly . If the child could 
profit by a group situation, he was then placed for 
tw'o months in a group of tw'O or three children of 
similar age and with similar hearing problems. 
The child’s hearing level for ‘pure” tone through­ 
out the speech range was accurately tested. A basic 
understanding of lip movements and facial ex pres­ 
sion (“speech reading” ) was established in a natural 
way , using games and daily activities. His aw are­ 
ness of sounds was stimulated by noise-makers. am ­ 
plified speech and rhy thmic activities to a back­ 
ground of amplified music and he was trained to 
wear an individual hearing aid. 
The program w'ould have failed had the parents 
not been trained at the same time by observing the 
training period, working and play ing w'ith the chil­ 
dren together w’ith the therapist and study ing sug­ 
gestions for home training. Striking changes were 
observed in most children in response to sounds as 
well as their speaking ability . 
After the three-month program, the child is 
trained to wear a hearing aid and the specific aid 
giving best results has been selected. After the 
child has been trained at home and is used to 
normal voices, attendance at a nursery school for 
normal hearing children is essential. The child 
must not continue in a school w'ith hard-of-hearing 
children.
